Q.—in Matthew 16:t8 we read, "The 
gates of hell $hall not prevail against 
it.” 
This seems to favor the theory 
that eternal torm ent is the fate of all 
except the Church: in what sense would 
it be true that the gates of hell shall 
not prevail against the Church? (Phos.) 
Answer.—If we suppose a fiery bell. 
such as many teach, aud a barred gate­ 
way leading thereto, and the Church 
on the outside of those gates, we would 
be obliged to imagine the Church try­ 
ing to break through the gates to get 
into the fire, anti that the gates would 
not be strong enough to hinder the 
rash act. 
Or, on the other hand, we 
should be obliged to imagine the 
Church on the fiery aide of those gates 
and trying to buret them open and suc­ 
ceeding in so doing. Surely neither of 
these views represents properly the 
condition of tile Church as viewed from 
any standpoint. The word hell here is 
in the Greek, hades, the same word that 
Is elsewhere translated grave. 
Poi* in­ 
stance, in the Apostle’s declaration re­ 
specting the resurrection and the de­ 
liverance of the Church from the grave. 
he exclaims. "0 hades, where is thy 
victory?" He pictures thus the Church 
triumphing over hades, coming out of 
hades, out of the grave, out of the state 
of death.

AMOUNT OF FEED FOR COWS 


Brief and Simple Rules Given by Ne­ 
braska 
Experiment S ta tio n - 
Great Aid for Dairymen. 


The Nebraska station gives the fol­ 
lowing brief and simple rules as an 
aid iii determining the amount of feed 
required by each cow: 
1st. Feed all the roughage, such as 
alfalfa, corn silage, etc., that the cow 
will eat up clean. 
2d. 
Feed approximately one pound 
of grain for every three pounds of 
milk produced per day. 
3d. Give the cows as much feed as 
they will consume without gaining in 
weight. 
4th. Feed some succulent, feed, such 
as corn silage or roots, to make the 
ration more palatable. 
5th. Be prepared to supplement the 
pastures by feeding silage when the 
dry season sets in.
